Speech Possibly May Visit 
Other Cities on Tour. 


By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Pre- 
pared to continue an active part in 
the campaign for his re-election, 
President Hoover today arranged 
to speak next Saturday night in 
the Cleveland (0.) Auditorium, 
where Calvin Coolidge was nomi- 
nated in 1924. It is probable that 
he will return directly to the capi- 
tal, as he did last week after his 
Des Moines (Ia.) speech. 

Postmaster-General Brown, after 
a conference at the White House, 
said the President was still consid- 
ering the possibilities of a trans- 
continental campaign trip that 
would carry him to the Pacific 
Coast. 

“Requests for speeches by the 
President are coming in from all 
sections of the country,” he said. 

“They want him in New England 
and they want him in the Far 
West. He is still considering a 
Western trip, but honestly I do not 


— 
believe he has reached any final 
decision.” 

The Postmaster-General said he 
thought Mr. Hoover would speak 
in Cleveland on unemployment and 
possibly upon low farm prices. 

“Certainly he will talk about un- 
employment there,” Brown said. 
“We are feeding thousands of peo- 
ple in Ohio who can’t feed them- 
selves. It is one of the most piti- 
ful sights I have ever seen.” 

Both Brown and Carmi Thomp- 
son, chairman. of the Cuyahoga 
County Republican organization, 
who extended the invitation for the 
Cleveland address, said they 
thought the political situation in 
Ohio was tending to become more 
favorable to the President. 

Brown attributed it in part to a 
“better understanding of the issues 
of the campaign” brought about by 
the President's Des Moines speech. 

“There is certainly a movement 
toward the President in Ohio.“ 
Thompson added. “You can actual- 
ly feel it It has some way to go, 
but it is going.“

The banker assured them, she 
said, that he could never furnish 
that sum, and they gradually 
trimméd their price until it 
reached $5000. They refused to 
take less.

In a 10-minute plea for leniency 
today, Medien told Judge Davis he 
had no criminal intent and denied 
there had been any criminal defal- 
cation on his part or that the bank 
had suffered any loss because of 
him. He charged antagonism on 
the part of other bank officers be- 
cause he went over their heads to 
the board of directors in 1929 to 
advise that certain securities be dis-

Judge Davis replied that a per- 
sonal investigation by the Court 
showed that while losses were sus- 
tained which the cashier had noth- 
ing to do with, there was also a 
shortage in his accounts for which 
he was porsonally responsible. 

Charies D. Long of the law firm 
of Rassieur, Long & Yawitz, attor- 
neys for the bank, said the securi- 
ties had been removed as a result 
of the reorganization of the bank 
and the amount of depreciation, a 
great deal less than $165,000, taken 
care of by directors and major 
stockholders so that the bank suf- 
fered no loss. 

The $35,000 package disappeared 
from a secret hiding place in the 
bank vault May 12, 1931. It was 
part of a shipment of $57,000 made 
to the bank .a few days before. 
Meddlen, accompanied by an escort 
of Maplewood policemen, had car- 
ried it from the postoffice to the 
bank where it was checked by the 
assistant cashier, William H. Hell- 
wege, who put it in the hiding 
place. The bank was subsequently 
reimbursed by a bonding company.

Washington U. Telescope 
In Demand on ‘Open Night’ 


First of Series of ‘Sight-Seeing Tours” of 
Heavens Attracts Many to 
Observatory. 


“Craters 115 miles across 
averages 238,000 miles from the 
earth ... always turns about the 
same face, for it circles the earth. 
and turns on axis in the same 28- 
day period. . mountains 19,000 
to 22,000 feet high ... gravity one- 
sixth as powerful as on the earth 


man on the moon could jump 
six times as high. ...” 

Associate Prof. Jessica M. Steph- 
ens was conducting all comers at 
Washington University observatory 
on a “sight-seeing tour” of the 
heavens—the first of “open nights” 
for the public from 8 to 10 o'clock 
the first Friday of each month 
from October to June. 

The dark, dome-capped little 
structure on the campus bluff over 
the car tracks was swarming with 
“sight-seers” spectacled, grizzled 
men, staid, fur-collared women, 
giggling flappers, squirming, leath- 
er-jacketed small boys, astonishing- 
ly prolific of facts, figures and 
questions. 

Steady Strea.. to Telescope. 

Mrs. Stephens’ flashlight flick- 
ered on a step-ladder at the eye- 
piece, and a violet shaft of moon- 
light slashed through the dome at 
the aperture for the telescope. 
Every few seconds an observer 
clambered down, another mounted 
the ladder and the moonlight 
through the telescope focused 
sharply on his eye, staring, spec- 
ulative, sometimes a little puzzled, 
as he gazed at the pock-marked 
silvery surface. 

Gravel crunched on the walk 
outside, where waited a line s0 
long that, as observer after ob- 
server took his turn, Mrs. Steph- 
ens began to wonder if they were 
circling the telescope and return- 
ing for a second look. 

There was the whirring of the 
clockwork which swung the tele- 
scope westward to compensate for 
the eastward rotation of the earth, 
Mra. Stephens’ patient; elegr-voiced 
answers to many questions, and a 
low, steady murmur from the sight- 
seers 

“They named it Pluto 
quantum theory ....- this fellow 
Einstein. . 36-inch and 42-inch 
Ick Observatory used to 
have the largest in the world 
now building a 200-inch telescope 
breaking down of hydrogen 
atom. . I have a telescope at 
home, but this is bigger.“ 

Moon Has Motion of Its Own. 

Occasionally Mrs. Stephens 
turned a crank to swing the dome, 
or mounted the stepladder to swing 
the telescope.

— been to the 
American Merchant Marine were 
strongly defended by V. O’Con- 
nor, president of the United States 
Shipping Board, in @ paper read by 
his assistant, A. S. Morrisson, and 
by C. L. Barto, presidént of the New 
York Shipbuilding Co. The tariff 
problem was presented on the af- 
ternoon program in a talk by 
George F. Bauer, chairman of the 
World Trade League of the United 
States, whose subject was Freer 
Not Free Trade Is the World's 
Need, and by Dr. W. F. Gephart, 
chairman of the Chamber ot Com- 
merce Foreign Trade Bureau, who 
spoke of obstacles to foreign com- 
merce. 

Four sessions were on today’s 
program, and the meeting will close. 
with a round-table discussion to- 
morrow morning. At the dinner 
meeting tonight, David Lawrence, 
editor of the United States Dally, 
a newspaper published in Washing- 
ton and specializing in Government 
news, will be the principal speaker. 
He is to talk of the outlook in in- 
ternational affairs. 

American ship owners and build- 
ers cannot cémpete with foreign 
rivals on equal terms, Barto said, 
because higher standards of living 
in this country make the initial cost 
of ships about 50 per cent more 
than in other nations, and the pay 
of officers and crew is greater. 

“The general policy of the Unit- 
ed. States,” he said, “is that of en- 
couraging and protecting its in- 
dustries. It is remarkable that 
many Americans, a majority of 
whom favor legitimate protection 
of such of our land industries as 
are subject to foreign competition, 
should be indifferent to the er- 
tension of similar protection to our 
ships in overseas trade.” 

International Trade Decline. 

O’Connor’s paper said the Ameri- 

can Merchant Marine was being at- 


ship owners who have not yet been 
reconciled to the annual loss of 
about $300,000,000- which they have 
suffered since we acquired a strong 
merchant marine of our own.“ Re- 
cent agitation for economy in gov- 
ernment has led to attacks on the 
merchant marine policy at home, 
he said, 

“They now insist that the prés- 
ent aids to shipping be eliminated 
in the interests of economy,” 
it added. “Of course, you re- 
alize how much economy there is 
in cutting out an expenditure of 
$30,000,000 a year and at the same 
time saddling the country with a 
loss of $300,000,000 a year.” 

International trade has declined 
séverely since the World War, Dr. 
Gephart said, and it may be that 
its volume for the next 50 years 
will be less than that of the past 
50. A stronger spirit of nation- 
alliam, resulting in protective tar- 
ts and import quotas, and inter- 
national debts, with their drain on 
exchange, were cited as factors 
tending to limit trade. 

But when all allowance has been 
made for these factors, Dr. Gep- 
hart said, “in good time and in 
good season these will be removed 
and international trade will flow 
again in accustomed volume. 

“National self-sufficiency for 
any country is a visionary dream. 
The United States may be consid- 
ered the greatest self-céntained in- 
dustrial nation in the world, but 
we are dependent on many other 
nations for a variety of. products 
from paper pulp to tea and coffee, 
and we must look to other nations 
asing surplus 
of many manu ured products 
and certain raw commodities, such 
as cotton.“ 

The demand for American goods 
in foreign markets is just as great 
as it ever was, Bauer said, but the 
“tariff mania” of récent years has 
made ijt difficult to pay for them. 
High tariffs, he said, have resulted 
in branch plants of American fac- 
tories being established in other 
countries, and have removed goods 
of all kinds from the purchasing 
power of poor people. We will 
have to reduce the tariff cost fac- 
tor,” he concluded, “to create larger 
world consumption of goods.”

in Revenue for Nine 
Months This Year. 


As a result of a detailed study of 
the condition of the State govern- 
ment’s finances, the Associated In- 
dustries of Missouri predicts that 
unless additional economies are 
made, the State will close the bi- 
ennium next December 
deficit of 31.216.000. 

The Associated Industries takes 
notice of the large: economies al- 
ready made effective by Gov. Caul- 
field, but states that revenues have 
fallen considerably below expecta- 
tions and that the full effect of 
the increased income tax will not be 
realized this year. 

The report issued by the Asso- 
ciated Industries states: 

“On Jan. 1, 1932, there was in 
the general revenue fund a balance 
of $440,000. Additional receipts 
into this fund up to Sept. 30 
amounted to $9,545,00, making a 
total of $9,985,000. There has been 
spent or transferred to public 
school moneys $9,181,118, leaving 
a balance as of Oct. 1 of $803,000. 

Revenue Declines 14 Per Cent. 

“Revenue for the first nine 
months of 1932 declined approxi- 
mately i4 per cent below the reve- 
nues for the same period in 1931. 
The only legislation which should 
affect tax receipts materially was 
the change in the income tax law. 
All but $154,000 of the personal 
and corporation income taxes as- 
sessed in 1932 had been collected. 
by Aug. 1. Therefore, the tax 
collections of the next four months 
will not be materially influenced by 
any legislation enacted by the last 
General Assembly. 

It appears reasonable, there- 
fore, to expect that revenue of the 
last three months of this year will 
continue approximately 14 per cent 
below the revenues received in the 
last three months of 1931. If this 
is the case, the State will receive 
into the general revenue fund be- 
tween Oct. 1 and Dec. 31 approxi- 
mately $1.700,000. Approximately 
$667,000 will be transferred to the 
public school moneys, and there 
will be left available for expenses 
of the last three months $1,837,000, 
including the Oct. 1 balance of 
$803,000. 

“The gross unexpended appropri- 
ations as of Oct. 1, 1932, amounted 
to $8,529,000. The Governor has 
withheld certain appropriated items 
by agreement with various offi- 
cials. . . . It is the practice of the 
State Auditor to set these items up 
on his book in lead-pencil nota- 
tions. Representatives of the As- 
sociated Industries have compiled 
a list of the items so set up on the 
Auditor’s records on Aug. 24, 1932. 
The amounts withheld as of that 
date totaled $5,476,000. 

$2,953,000 in Appropriations. 

“When this figure is deducted 
from the gross unexpended appro- 
priations as of Oct. 1, there remain 
‘free’ appropriations to be paid 
amounting to $2,953,000, a figure 
$1,216,000 higher than the amount 
which may be reasonable expected 
to be available in the general reve- 
nue fund during the remainder of 
the year.”

N GERMAN DISORDER 


Riots Result of Election Cam- 
paign—Arguments Begin on 
Dictatorship Decree.

LEIPSIC, Germany, Oct. 10.— 


The German Supreme Court today 
began consideration of the ques- 
tion of the legality of the dictator- 
ship established in Prussia July 20 
by Chancellor von Papen. 

As the proceedings, brought by 
the states of Prussia, Baden and 
Bavaria, opened with Chief Justice 
Erwin Bumke presiding, newspa- 
pers printed reports of renewed po- 
litical rioting over the week-end in 
which one man was killed and eight 
wounded. The death occurred at 
Luhrsdorf, where three were 
wounded. Five were wounded in 
clashes at Berlin. 

The riots were connected with 
the campaign for the general elec- 
tions for the Reichstag next month. 

Shortly after the estabilshment 
of the dictatorship in Prussia, the 
three states sought an injunction 
to restrain Von Papen from carry- 
ing out his plans. The request was 
denied by the lower court. 

The arguments on the dictator- 
ship question are expected to con- 
tinue two o rthree days. No deci- 
sion is ee before the end of 
the week. 

Von Papen, ‘in proclaiming the 
dictatorship, acted under a special 
decree signed by President von 
Hindenburg. Von Papen contended 
the order was necessary to assure 
the safety of the people. 

His opponents said that he, with 
Defense Minister Gen. Kurt von 
Schleicher and Minister of Interior 
Baron von Gay!, called on Von Hin- 
denburg at his estate at Neudeck, 
East Prussia, and described con- 
dtiions as worse than they were.

The misstonaries themselves can- 
not abandon their posts, even un- 
der fire, for they have explicit in- 
structions to reimain with their 
flocks in time of danger, rescuing 
them if necessary and performing 
the functions of the church. 

In taking reprisals against Chi- 
nese irregulars for a recent attack 
on Fushun, a Japanese detachment 
killed several hundred noncom- 
batants and accidentally dropped 
bombs in an American missionary 
compound, but no Americans were 
woundcd. 

The Japanese also are preparing 
to attack. Gen. Su Ping-wen's mu- 
tinous forces near Tsitsihar.: The 
town of Fulardi already has been 
wrested from the rebels, but the 
whole area along the Chinese East- 
ern Railway between Harbin and 
Manchuli is in ferment, making 
travel extremely hazardous. 


Hostages Present Problem. 


Japanese authorities are anxious 
about the safety of 284 Japanese 
civilians imprisoned by the rebel 
forces at Manchuli. More than 
halt of them are besieged in the 
Japanese Consulate, with only 22 
days’ food supply.

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TRANSIENTS ON THE FARMS. 

The change in the economic status of the American 
farmer becomes increasingly more evident. For many 
years political orators referred to the farmer and his 
kind as the great bulwark of the national individual- 
ism, comprising the one element in the population 
certain not to be swayed from the course that was 
best for the nation. At the bottom of this veneration 
of the farmer was his ownership of the farm. The 
section the farmer plowed and planted was his own. 
He owned his pasture and timber. He had a tangible 
stake in the economic system that his city cousin 
working at the counter, desk or shop did not pos- 

In recent years the tendency to concentrate farms 
in fewér hands has been widely noted. Strikingly 
illustrative of that movement are the farm ownership 
figures for Illinois, just issued by the Director of the 
Census. According to the official count, 117,000 farm- 
ers own their homes, while 110,000 farmers are rent- 
ers. Illindis is still the Prairie State, the State just 
now of mile on mile of corn shocks and ripened ap- 
ple orchards. Yet its tenant farmers are almost as 
numerous as its homeowning farmers. The solid 
land owner shares the agricultural scene with the 
transient tiller of the soil. He whose tenure is un- 
certain modifies ah assuredly historic figure. What 
has taken place is a far-reaching change in the life 
of the Middle West.

These figures, the foundation points out, aré con- 
servative, being based chiefly on plans already made. 
If the various authorities were given liberty to put 
through all the work they found useful and neces 
sary, without budgetary limits, the figures would be 
virtually doubled. Farther, the tabulations do not in- 
clude reforestation on private lands. Could some 
means be contrived for including these, the investi- 
gators vision a program three times the scope of 
the public land project. The maximum, then, would 
be 350,000 men and $260,000,000, for a nation-wide 
program including all the needs of both public and 
private lands. : 

This work, of course, would include far more than 
tree-planting. Other and equally important phases 
are flood control and prevention of soil erosion, fire 
protection, disease and insect control, prevention of 
timber famine, restoring marginal farm lands to eco- 
nomic usefulness, construction of recreation sitea and 
roads, etc. 

The foundation’s careful survey thus impeaches the 
accuracy of both Gov. Roosevelt’s and Mr: Hyde's 
figures. Even with the maximum program, the 
Roosevelt goal of a million jobs is not realized, sor 
is the Hyde figure of a two-billion-dollar budget for 
half the country. However, a project offering jobs 
for such a large number of men is of no mean sig- 
nificance, and the value of reforestation as a log- 
ical form of public works is not lowered by the analy- 
sis. The possible benefits are not solely in the diree- 
tion of employment relief, for the preservation and 
restoration of our forest assets is an important item 
in the national economy. :

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INSTALMENT PAYMENTS FOR TAXES. 

There has been a good deal of talk about payment 
of local taxes in instalments, but no definite action 
until the other day, when the St“ Louis Real Estate 
Exchange decided to present a bill for this purpose 
to the next Legislature. The city administration 
ought to support the proposal, for the benefit of tax- 
payers, and ought likewise to favor a kindred scheme 
of the exchange to cut in half the penalty for delin- 
quént taxes, now 1 per cent a month. Candidates 
for the Legislature. might be put on record on the 
subject. 

Tax delinquency grew in volume on last year’s bills, 
and there is every reason to suppose it will be just 
as bad om this year’s bills, which are due now and 
will become delinquent after Dec. 31.

Merchants 
all accept payments on account, Federal income taxes 
are acceptable in instalments, and there is no reason 
why the city, the State and the Various counties can- 
not have the same authority: They.can retain, of 
course, the right to charge interest on back sums.

The Cult of the Commonplace 


Perverted · sense of democracy, now widespread, idealizes the mediocre and acclaims 
leaders who pander to the common rather than those who seek to raise standards; 
antagonism toward aristocracy of brains is civilization’s greatest danger, educator 
says; calls for self-disciplined leadership to develop society to its full capacity. 


From an Address by Dr. Ernest M. Hopkins, President of Dartmouth College, 
to Students at College Opening Exercises. 


EN years ago at a college opening. I 
asserted that there was such a thing as 


an aristocracy of brains, made up of men 


intellectually alert and intellectually eager, 
to whom increasingly the opportunities of 
higher education ought to be restricted if 
democracy were to become a quality product 
rather than simply a quantity one. 

Later, in reply to the vehement criticism 
of the assertion that there could be any 
desirability in an aristocracy of brains, I 
stated my conviction that the ascent of 
human beings from primitive man was to 
be ascribed to the primacy ultimately se- 
cured by men of superior mental capacity 
in critical junctures of human affairs. 

Beyond this, I ted my further con- 
viction that the most democratic procedure 
conceivable was the recognition and ac- 
ceptance from generation to generation of 
such an aristocracy, based on contem- 
poraneous ability and free from the artifi- 
cial prestige of birth or the mere af fluence 


of wealth or the fortuitous possession of 


instruments of force—an aristocracy deter- 
mined solely. by that which distinguishes 
man from all other living beings, the 
human mind. Some influence was going to 
be dominant in the affairs of mankind, I 
argued, and if it were not to be the qualities 
of mén of superior intellect, what else 
could be as advantageous? a 

Now, I am prepared to go much further 
and to contend that the most serious dan- 
ger threatening civilization today is the 
rapid development of a perverted sense of 
democracy at home and abroad which en- 


courages public opinion not only to accept 


but to idealize mediocrity, and whith allows 
public opinion to be ostentatiously arrogant 
in its indifference to intelligence and antag. 
onistic toward any process of thought in 
its leaders which rises above its own aver- 


of democracy, in which I firmly believe, 
but it is against an undisciplined and there- 
fore irresponsible form of democracy. It 
is against,that prostitution of the principle 
which assumes that privileges and rights 
should be distributed among all men with- 
‘out any demand upon mankind that re- 
sponsibility be accepted as widely as op- 
portunities are conférred. 

John Purroy Mitchell, New York City’s 
capable reform Mayor, used to say, in con- 
templation of his heart-breaking defeat 
after four years of the best government the 
city had ever known, that the people of that 
city did not want even-handed justice, since 
this would interfere with the existence of 
special privilege which might otherwise be 
available to them for persona) utilization, 
if needed. Few of us, unfortunately, can 
claim complete immunity from this attitude.

In other words, all theory to the con- 
trary, the spirit of @6mocracy is not a nat- 
ural instinct for mankind, In 80 far as it 
becomes existent, it is an acquired charac- 
teristic, and for its acquisition, individual 
and collective self-discipline is necessary. 

Herein lies a vital function of education 
—to cultivate a willingness for self-disci- 
pline. Left to itself, democracy breeds 
down to a standard of mediocrity and to a 
standard of thought intolerant toward those 
possessed of attributes above the average 
or capable of accomplishment beyond the 
ordinary man. 


It is meet, in behalf of those who idéalise - 


the theory of democracy, as well as in be- 
half of all others, that our practice of 
democracy, be re-examined, re-appraised 


and reformed, eliminating the grave hazards 


of weakness and developing the attributes 
of power. 
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Spreading Employment

Purchasing 
power greater than that now exercised on 
their behalf by relief agencies will again be 
put into their hands, and their dependence 
upon charity will be reduced. The know!- 
edge that they are again earning their own 
living by the sweat of their brows wil! no 
doubt have a beneficial psychological effect. 

To restore prosperity to any appreciable 
extent, it is admitted on every hand that 
the total purchasing power of the masses 
must be increased. Merely spreading em- 
ployment cannot do this, for spreading em- 
ployment definitely implies spreading ut 
employment.

80 instead of working 54 
men eight hours each day, the management 
decided to use all its former 100 employes 
four hours daily. While the half of the 
workers who were receiving no wages now 
receive haif the full day’s pay, the remain- 
der, who were receiving full wages, now 
receive merely half, too. And the aggregate 
payroll is unchanged. 

Carried to its logical extreme, this prop 
sition would employ everyone the same 
length of time, whether it be one or 1!

Drive for 200,000 Members to 
Be Started in Missouri 
Oct. 19. 


„ The National Economy League 
will begin a drive for 200,000 mem- 
bers in Missouri on the night of 
Oct. 19 when Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd, national chairman, will ad- 
dress a dinner meeting at Hotel 
Chase. 

The Missouri branch was organ- 
ized recently by a group of St. 
Louis and Kansas City business 
men who elected Charles M. Polk, 
St. Louis attorney, as chairman. 
Offices opened in the Rialto build- 
ing are in charge of Russell Mur- 
phy. 

“There are no dues or other fi- 
nancial obligations connected with 
membership in the League,” Polk 
said. “The only requirement for 
members is that they be voters, 
men or women, in sympathy with 
the movement. Necessary expenses 
of the organization will be covered 
by voluntary contributions.” 

Immediate objectives of the 
League are to oppose payment of 
the soldiers’ bonus at this time and 
to seek to eliminate from the na- 
tional budget $450,000,000 paid an- 
nually to veterans who suffered no 
disability in war service. 

For the membership campaign, 
Polk said, the state will be organ- 
ized into 12 districts, with a re- 
gional chairman and headquarters 
in each district. County chairmen 
Will be appointed by the regional 
chairmen, and the organi:ation will 
be carried down to township and 
local communities, for each of 
which a membership quota will be 
assigned.

If Hagen had been inclined to 
give up because of a bad hole or 
two he would have had several 
opportunities to do so for in the 
72 holes he had some poorly played 
ones. But instead of quitting he 
kept going right ahead. And as a 
result he was rewarded in the 
end with a sensational score of 65 
on his last 18 holes which, coupled 
with his almost equally sensational 
69 on his third 18, gave him a 72- 
hole total of 281 and first money 
in a tournament in which many 
of the country’s outstanding pro- 
fessionals competed. MacDonald 
Smith and Tony Manero tied for 
second with 286. 


Once Was Fourteenth. 


Hagen was tied for fourteenth 
position after the first round Fri- 
day, when he scored a 75, despite 
a bad 6 on the par 6 ninth and an 
atrocious 7 on the par 3 tenth, but 
his plugging 72 for the second 
round put him within striking dis- 
tance of the leaders, and his 69 
yesterday morning pulled him up 
to a tie for second place behind 
Ed Dudley, Wilmington, Del., pro- 
fessional, who was leading after 54 
holes with the splendid total of 214. 

But Hagen's exhibition in the 
morning was enough to convince 
the spectators that he was on his 
game, and they waited for tho 
thrills which they felt sure the 
afternoon would bring. They were 
not disappointed. . 5 

Hagen leisurely ate hie lunch 
and, for the first time in the tour- 
nament, was a few minutes late re- 
porting at the first tee for his final 
round. But faced with the neces- 
sity of knocking a few strokes off 
par to overcome the leaders he 
wasted little time in going to work. 

He shot four holés in even par 
then scored his first birdie on the 
part three fifth hole, where he 
cupped a 25-foot putt for a deuce. 
He drove the sixth green, some 
340 yards from the tee and barely 
missed an eagle two, taking a 
birdie 3. He chipped past the pin 
on the seventh, but got his third 
dirdie in succession when he holed 
the putt and shot the eighth hole 
in par 3. He went over at the 
ninth to make the turn in 33 and 
the news spread around the 
grounds quickly that Hagen had 
taken the lead.

They found that 141 pounds of 
ear corn with 8 per Cent moisture 
has the same heating value as 100 
pounds of Iowa coal and that 40 
bushels of corn equal 4 ton of Iowa 
coal, while 47 bushels are equiv- 
alent to one ton of Illinois coal and 
57 bushels have the same heating 
value as a ton of anthracite. 

“This, however, is not the whole 
story,” sae Iowa State College eco- 
nomists. 

“It may be more profitable to 
feed corn and market it as heat. 
It may seem advisable to hold it for 


higher prices. There may de suf- 


ficient mouldy and unmarketable 
corn on the farm for winter fuel. 
It may seem Gesirable to sell corn 
and buy coal because of the great- 
er convenience in 1 burning coal.”

THE OPENING BID. 


HEN you pick up your hand 
W... need to know whether to 

bid or to pass. If your hand 
is VERY WEAK, it is plainly un- 
safe to BID. If 
it is VERY | 
STRONG it is 
unsafe to PASS. 

It is therefore 
extremely impor- 
tant to know 
what factors to 
consider when 
forming a deci- 
sion whether to 
bid or pass a 
hand which 
the two groups Sims 
mentioned. 7 

I always ask myself the follow- 
ing questions: 

(1) Is my hand an AGGRESSIVE 
hand? i. e., one that is reasonably 
sure to be the eventual declarer or 
strong enough to push the oppo- 
nents out of their depths WITH- 
OUT DANGER OF SERIOUS 
LOSS even though doubled. 

The characteristics of this type 
of hand are SUIT LENGTH in 
either ONE or.TWO suits, with 
ability to rebid on your own values 
despite your partner’s inability to 
aid you.

Unfortunately, the system used 
by myself and my teammates is 
often called “The Deal One-over- 
One.” This is an absolutely mis- 
leading name. The “One-over-One” 
is only one of several responses 
employed by the system.

Confidential Talks With 
Mothers and Fathers.

HEN in the course of the 

school year a child begins to 

look tired, when he is irrita- 
ble and “nervous,” adults are likely 
to lay the blame upon a too stren- 
uous curriculum. 

It does not occur to them to won- 
der why their child finds too much 
a schedule which other children 
manage with ease. 

To be sure, each child at home 
has different hours of sleep, dif- 
ferent nutrition and varying de- 
mands upon his time. But the 
average child today is well taken 
care of physically. His fatigue is 
rarely the result of too little sleep, 
poor nutrition and too much home 
work. 

How is it then that a child who 
has been physically well, who is 
properly cared for at home appears 
overworked by the ordinary de- 
mands of school? 

Very often the answer is found 
in the fact that he is carrying an 
additional burden of emotional 
conflicts. He is depressed with 
feelings of guilt and inferiority. He 
is full of suppressed jealousy and 
hate. He is anxious and full of 
fears. 

He needs so much energy to 
fight an inner world of monsters 
that threaten to overwhelm him 
that he has little left for every 
day affairs. 

The usual load of sehool, home 
work, athletics and home respon- 
sibilities is too much, for already 
he is staggering under a much 
heavier invisible load. 

A child who looks tired without 
good physical reason, who appears 
unable to get through a normal 
amount of work and play without 
showing signs of strain suggests 
the need for looking further into 
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OU wish you had more luck. 
What do you mean by luck? 
You don’t know exactly. It's 

a mystery. But it's something 
that happens to some people and 
doesn’t happen to others. Some- 
thing that gives some people the 
breaks without any effort on their 
part. 

Like finding a gold mine, 

Or going on a journey around 

the world. 

Things like that happen to lucky 

people. They never happen to 

you. You wish they did. But of 
course there’s nothing you can do 
about it. 

Are you sure of that? Are you 
quite sure that luck is something 
outside yourself over which you 
have no control? 

Most people do think about 
luck in that way, but others have 
discovered an amazing secret. They 
have discovered that fuck isn’t an 
„outside something,” but that it 
is an adjustment within the man 
himself—that a man can make his 
own luck. 

Waldemar Bonsells once put it 
this way: 

“IT often yield to the impulse to 
use as a spring board any lath 
which chance has thrown under 
my feet. Of course, he who would 
take such ventures mus be able 
to jump, and ‘ability to jump’ is 
in essence what most people term 
having luck.“ There is no such 
thing as ‘having luck.’ What is 
called luck is intimately associated 
with adroitness, just as ill-luck is 
intimately associated with mal- 
adroitness.”

IS THE WAY YOU TAKE THAT 
THING INSIDE. 

Luck is the “ability to jump”;

er opportunity. 

But luck does not come with one 
jump. Luck comes only after a 
man has jumped many times; bas 
accumulated the courage to take 
jumps in the face of possible disas- 
ter and ridicule.

Not much of the meager store 
of information that has been re- 


mal ia accurate. An important 
zo0dlogical work—reliable in most 
evoted a few vague lines 
to the black leopard. winding 
up by declaring him to be most 
plentiful in Southern India. This is 
incorrect, for there are more black 
leopards in the Malay Peninsula 
than anywhere else in the world. 
Only those who have had first- 
hand experience with the animal 
have any real information.

mind. They plunged about wiid- 
ly inside the log enclosures, emit- 
ting bloodcurdling snarla of rage.

my acquaintance whenever the 
subject of black leopards came up. 
All of them agreed that it was 
futile to attempt to tame this most 
diabolical of cats. The demons 
didn’t want to be tamed. And be- 
sides it was too dangerous, Han- 
dling lions and tigers was easy by 
comparison. 


To my knowledge, the only man 
who ever succeed in training a 
black leopard for an animal act 
was Louis Roth, now chief trainer 
for the Luna Park Zoo in Los An- 
geles which supplies most of the 
animals that appear in the mov- 
ies. This was one 1 had sold to 
the Al G. Barnes Circus, which 
Roth then served as trainer. Louis 
will tell you himself, however, that 
the specimen was one that I de- 
livered before it was full-grown 
and that he started practicing his 
persuasive arts on it before it had 
a chance to develop its full quota 
of mean traits. 

Spitfire Il was by far the tough- 
est of the three to handle. Two or 
three times he bit off the end of 
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mens, with flawless teeth, and no 
blemishes of any kind” was what 
the agreement called for—from the 
New York Zoological Park, placed 
by Dr. Raymond L. Ditmars, Cur- 
ator of Mammals and Reptiles. This 
meant a trip to that section of the 
cave country of the Malay Penin- 
sula which lies between the north- 
ern border of Johore and Kuala 
Lumpur, capital of the Federated 
Malay States. 


CCOMPANIED by Ali, my No. 
A: Malay boy, I picked up a 

group of trappers in a native 
settlement. Returning to the vi- 
cinity of the caves, the boy and I 
put the natives to work building 
leopard traps at points which we 
designated. 
A trap of thie kind is bullt of 
logs. There are two compartments, 
one of which is baited with a young 
goat which bleats frantically for 
its mother soon after it is left in 
the trap, the surest way of attract- 
ing a leopard's attention. The goat 
is in no danger for it.is in the com- 
partment which the enemy cannot 
reach, but it has some anxious mo- 
ments, The principle of. this trap 
is very simple. When the leopard 
enters the outer compartment he 
kicks a string, in the process of 
releasing a peg holding a trap door 
which drops from above. 

We had six traps out, with a 
group of natives detailed to look 
after each one. Our efforts event- 
ually yielded three black leopards 
two males and one female. But 
it was slow work, one of the cap- 
tives circling the trap five nights 
in succession before he decifed to 
enter. This most cautious of the 
three was the one I was particu- 
larly anxious to get, as he was the 
biggest of the lot. 

The biggest of my three trapped 
blackies was so much like a rascal 
that tried to de-finger me that I 
found myself calling him Spitfire, 
the name someone had given the 
other. If anything, Spitfire II was 
a little bigger than his predecessor, 
which means that he: weighed 
about 165 pounds. Most full-grown 
males range from 125 to 160 
pounds, The females run from 90 
to 100. 

My three trapped prizes 
anything but a peaceful fram 
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the stick with which he was be- 
ing prodded, hurling himeelf upon

1 backs of coolies with carrying 
poles to the nearest village.

As soon as the dock coolies 
learned there were black leopards 
inside the cages, they refused to 
handle them. I afterwards learned 
that a serious accident of recent 
Occurrence involving one of these 
feared animals was the reason for 
their attitude. 
Ali and I, assisted by some boys 
we had brought down from. the

HE cages were borne on the 


the truck. Unaided by the dock 
personnel, we also arranged the 
ropes by means of which the ship's 
gear swung our strange cargo on 
board the boat that was to 
take us to Singapore. Chin- 
ess sailors — (the entire 
crew was comprised of Straits 
born” Chinese, the only white man 
gn board being the English cap- 
tain)—soon placed my three boxes 
of black fury on the No. 4 hatch. 
aft of the bridges. 


The ship got under way as |! 
started inspecting the cages to see 
how much re-lashing was necessary 
as a result of the strain to which 
they had been subjected by the 
winches. Spitfire II was compara- 
tively quict for the time being. but 
his eyes were flaming, fixed on the 
foliage of some distant trees which 
probably reminded him of the free- 
dom of his faraway jungle home. 
From the hatchway I could see the 
ship's butcher sitting in front of 
the door leading to the galley. He 
was sharpening a long knife on a 
stone. This is always a reminder 
that one is aboard a Chinese boat. 
Pork is the principal foodstuff 
used. and. as the Chinese prefer 
theirs fresh-killed, live pigs are-car- 
ried and there is much pig-sticking 
on a trip of this kind.

a scrawny little Chinaman almost 
as brown as a Malay. would prob- 
ably spend half his time on the 
trip sharpening knives and the 
other half running them into un- 
suspecting pigs.

He seemed safe 
enough for the time being. so I 
decided to rest from my labors in 
a hammock on the cabin deck 
while we steamed steadily up the 
channel, perhaps the most péc- 
turesque waterway in the world. 
connecting Port Swettenham and 
the shark-infested straits of Ma- 
lacca. 


I found myself really relaxing 
for the first time in many days 
and thinking how good it was not 
to have anything to do until we 
reached Singapore the next after- 
noon. My first task on arriving 
would be to rout out Hin Mong, 
the Chinese carpenter who had 
served me for years, and have him 
bufld the strongest of teakwood 
cages to house Spitfire II on his 
long.journey to America. Crude 
native cages are good enough for 
m short trip, but one should never 
take a chance on them for a cross- 
ing of the Pacific. 


As I lay there in my hammock 
thinking things over and idly 
watching the rainbow-hued birds 
overhead, I heard the tumult of 
pig-sticking from the aft deck. The 
butcher was preparing a meal for 
his compatriots, and his victim was 
protesting vigorously. 

From the hatchway I could 
hear my three captives lashing 
furiously around in thelr cages. 
Naturally the squeals of the 
dying pig and the smell of its 
blood had atirred them up. I 
smiled to myself as I imagined how 
annoyed Spitfire must be at his 
enforced absence from that appetiz- 
ing feast. | : 

I was thinking of calling Ali and

Some of them 
believe, with Ali, that the leopard 
was consciously making a dash for 
safety when he leaped overboard. 

Personally, I. doubt it. Cats are 
not that keen about swimming. My 
own belief—and that of the teop- 
ard-wise shikarie | know—is that 
Spitfire Ij hadn't the faintest idea 
of what he was doing when he went 
over the side The act was dne of 
pure panic. Nothing reduces the 
mental effectiveness of an animal. 
no matter how wild. quite so much 
as surroundings that are entirely 
new to him. More than one savage 
beast, normally as brave as they 
come, has become panicky on be- 
ing suddenly thrust into an unex- 
plored region like the deck of @ 
ship. pis ' 

Be that as it may, Dr. Ditmare 
ee his pair of black leopards. | 
have always regretted that he didn’t 
get Spitfire i] but he did get a
